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PREFACE 

I N order to understand the plan of this book it is absolutely 
necessary to read the preface. 

Any one, who has merely glanced through a Russian Dictionary, 
must have been struck by the fact, that compared with the number 
of Roots the number of Compounds is enormous. 

It follows, therefore, that the quickest way of obtaining a 
working knowledge of Russian is to learn the roots, and then as 
many of the compounds as possible. Accordingly I have here 
gathered the chief compounds under their roots. 

While serving as a vocabulary for the beginner, this book should 
prove of much assistance to the Comparative Philologist and the 
Grammarian, not only by bringing together the different compounds 
of each root, but by placing before him in alphabetical order most 
of those roots, which occur only in composition. 

The Grammarian for instance may deduce from a reference to 
the forms bojioku, iui;h», rii y rmii, ,n,ypi>, ,nyx, ,uj.ix, :somi>, in’pwun., 
KpeCTT., TV1 0 111, 1>, -MI.IC.1fT>, M'l'.Cl., U1ICI>, iiycKvi., py'iein., C/I'yilT., cry II n, 
(•ram., xoti., mo pi?., in.irr.ti1, the fact, that in very many instances, 
when the prefix takes the accent, this is not caused so much by the 
strength of the prolix as by the particular root, or form of that root, 
to which it is prefixed. 

Naturally there remain over a largo number of primitive words, 
which are not used in composition. These must be looked for in 
the ordinary dictionaries. 

Moreover roots, which are used almost entirely as verbs whether 
simple or compound, will be found in my “ Systemization, and are 
repeated here only when necessary. 

Neither does this purport to be a full and complete dictionary 
oven of the compounds of those roots which are given. Many 
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prefixes (which have their ordinary meaning) are omitted — a fact 
indicated by Etc.; and so too are most of the derivatives from the 
simpler forms of compounds. 

Further, this book is meant to supplement rather than to 
supplant existing dictionaries. But since these leave much to he 
desired, I have endeavoured, as far as in me lay, in the selection 
of the words to give only those most generally useful, and to append 
to them the real, and not obsolete, or utterly incorrect meanings. 

Being fully aware of the pitfalls which await those who under- 
take to compare the vocabularies of dilleront languages, without 
knowing the history of each word, I have almost entirely abstained 
from suggesting derivations, and have contented myself with giving 
under the catch- word, only those cognates which are approved by 
Curtius ( Grundziige der Griechischen Etymologic , Leipzig, 1869) — 
indicated by 1 — or by Goodrich, Parker and Malm (Webster’s 
English Dictionary , London, 1886) — indicated by 8. When a 
foreign word is found in the text, not below the catch-word, it 
is implied that the Russian word is probably borrowed. 

A capital letter after a full stop denotes that the roots are 
probably diverse. 

Dots under the letters of an English word merely point out the 
fact that the Russian and English words contain much the same 
letters, without implying that they are really cognate, as jcpyiir 
crush, cup U'r t to secrete; unless they are shown to be so by the 
words below the catch-word, as is the case with jieridn light, and 
Map im, mirk. 

A hyphen after a prefix indicates that the simple word, which 
occurs just before it, is to be repeated after it, e.g. bum, be, .un- 
acquire, aa -forget, reads tfob^Ti, acquire, uafM'iu. forget. 

Different parts of speech are placed separately, as far as seemed 
advisable; but, when another part of speech interrupts a 
series of compound verbs, a semicolon is placed before the 
prefix, which picks up the verb-forms once more, and “to ” 
is put before the English meaning, in order to emphasize 
the fact that the word is a verb, e.g. :ni-ui lose one’s ■way, 
aadufUraift lost , strayed; upo- to wander for some time. 

A comma between two prefixes denotes that either prolix may 
be used. . The dots (...) denote that the preceding English verb is 
to be repeated, as rjui^'IjTL to stare, no- ...a little, reads uorjinjpliTi, to 
stare a little. 
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(N) denotes the Imperfective, (F) the Peirfective Aspect. All 
compound verbs herein given are of the Perfective Aspect, unless 
marked (N). 

The Suffix cii, cl is not to be repeated unless written 
again, thus (p. 1) upo-ca force one's way through, npii- ram, is to 
be read npodin'LCJi^ and iipnSjfTL, and (p. 2) pas-ca become cheerful, 
0- encourage, is to be read pasdo^piiTLCfl, and odo,ii;pir.L’r>. 

Letters are but rarely doubled in Russian. The beginner is 
warned, that in such a case as 6ecf>,ii;-a conversation, -,n;iv.a arbour 
the “ ,n ” is repeated only to show for a certainty where the “ ita ” 
is to be added. The word reads, of course, 6cct>,ir,Ka. A letter 
printed in square brackets as od[B]paTira» is not to be read. It 
points to the derivation. 

A certain amount of knowledge is necessary in looking out the 
roots in this book. Thus, if ropo.ii, is not given, rpa,n, is ; on the 
other hand, if x.na/i, cannot be found, then look for xo.iio.ii,. Again 
uapLiB'L will be found under piuiTL, while poB'r. is placed of course 
under pijTL. 

A word in square brackets, as [onajri.], is not a Russian 
compound, but a borrowed word. 

Professor N. Orloff, M.A., has been good enough, in spite of Ids 
press of work, to read through the proof sheets — a kindness for 
which I cannot sufficiently thank him.
